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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The amendment filed on September 13, 2006 has been entered. The 
specification and claims 12-21 have been amended and new claims 22-24 have been 
added. 

Applicant's arguments appearing on pages 7-9 of the response filed on 
September 13, 2006 with respect to the distinction between the invention as now set 
forth in amended claim 12 and the cited prior art of have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) and 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) set forth in 
the previous Office action have been withdrawn. 

Claims 12-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art of record shows or suggests a transmission shift system 
with a synchronizing device having a sliding sleeve, piston, hub and releasable catch 
device arranged together and functioning in the manner specified in claim 12, and 
particularly wherein the piston is directly connected to the sliding sleeve, and the sliding 
sleeve is supported by a shaft via the hub and the releasable catch device. Claims 13- 
15, 17-19, 23 and 24 each depend either directly or indirectly from claim 12 and are 
allowable for at least the same reasons. 

Nor does the prior art of record show or suggest a transmission shift system with 
a synchronizing device having a sliding sleeve actuated by hydraulic pressure as set 
forth in claim 16, and in combination with the specified arrangement of the hub, idler 
wheel and two disk elements. 
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Nor does the prior art of record show or suggest a transmission shift system with 
a synchronizing device having a sliding sleeve actuated by hydraulic pressure as set 
forth in claim 20, and in combination with the specified arrangement of the hub, brake 
plate and disk element. Claims 21 and 22 each depend either directly or indirectly from 
claim 20 and are allowable for at least the same reasons.
